which lies in the sudden loud puncturing of some 
toy balloons she is carrying. A song number, 
Lorelei,’ follows, first sung straight and then in 
jazz tempo to indicate Lorelei’s present-day predica 
ment because of big ocean liners, submarines, ete. 
During the number, a danseuse sitting on a papier 
maché rock goes through a series of contortions. 
‘Lilac Time,” the next item, sung by Miss Lillie 
and Mr. Coward, is an obvious travesty of the senti 
mental song number in the average musical comedy.
